Built Almost Entirely by Bailding
and Loan Associations,

EVERY MAN CAN BE HIS BANKER.

Financiering to Show How Property Can
be Gotten for Nothing.

HOW TOWNS MAY BE BUILT BY THE POOR

The extent to which this city is indebted
for its growih to building and loan associa-
tivns is but imperfectly understood by the
uverage citizen. Savings bank people, asa
rule, look wpon them unfavorably, as the
iden of every man being his own baoker
does not put fet on Sawings banks' ribs
Duilding and losn organizations generally
had the misfortune to be mismanaged
their infaney sod youth, and in this
neighborhood the generality of them
were caught by the panic of
18753 and lost momey. There was
‘s survivel of the fittest, however, they
coming through dentittion and other in-
fantile ills unscathed. People who were
eaught in mismanaged institutions are apt
to be still prejudiced aguinst the system.
Bome were ran for specnlative purposes,
and the few made money ant the expense of
the miny, and then mortgages were taken on
property at the inflated values developed by
the war, and when the punic cameboth sides
were worsted.

The sectiou of the city that appears to
have realized the groatest benefit from these
co-operative institutions is Mt Washing-
ton., The first ove started up there wus
named afier the borough, and organized in
1868, and as it still exists under a change of
name, or rather uuder twe or three numes,
it has attained its majority. Joseph Zshfos,
who became its President soon after organi-
zation, is still active in the geveral Inln.lfe-
menl. A man named Butler was originally
the first promoter and President, Alderman
Jaceb Sofiel Secretary, and Peter BSoffel
Treasorer. It organized with the taking of
156 sbares, and after months of painful
effort there was but little progress and but
zbout §300 in the treasury.

BUTLER GOT OUT.

Butler became dissatisfied, sud sttempted
to disrupt it. An interesting fight followed,
und the shares fell to 100. Renewed effort
built it up to 560 shares; and duriog its lite
it lonned $48,000; paid in ztock withdrawals
£1,574 30, nond built more than 40 three and
four-roomsd houses, generully for day labor-
ers, who could never have sccumulsted
enough, save by accident, to have bailt oth-
erwise. This run oal in 1873, and although
it met with mishaps arising out of inexperi-
ence it was so profitable that it was immedi-
ately reorganized under the name of the
Prospect Building and Loan Associstion,

The Prospeet organized in 1873, and dur-
ing its first six years ol life loaned $83,000
to its members, nearly all of which was in-
vested in real estate and buildings on Mt.
Washington.

The second series of the Pmlgccl began
Oectober 21, 1870, aud closed Jsouary 5,
1886; total number of shares, 236; dues paid,
$44.944 75; interest puid, $8.396 33; fines
prid, £246 85; transicrs, ﬁm} 50; miscella-
neous receipts, $277 70; loans, $59,782 13;
stoek notes lifted, $4.086; total profits, $9,-
582 68; expenses, £100 26; net gain, §-
(83 42; profits per share, 38 50; dues per
shaure, §161 50.

&The third series, which closed April
3, 1888, -, was a daplicate of the
second, exeegt that it was on & larger scale,
were $14188. Not a dollar
er the second or third series,
losures of mortguges were
made, and one of th was to perfect title.
The fourth series of i Prospect got miore
money than was wanted, hod swarmed some
23 months ago. The spccessions are not
ruted this way, as they only date from 1873,
bui the Praepect being redily the continus-
tion of the Mt. Washington, makes the clus-
sifisation legitimate. A er swarm is
being prepared, as again motey has piled ap
in the treastry. .

HOW TO PREVENT SPAGNATION.

The reader who is not ppsted should bear
in mind that as such nshitutions grow old,
a1l their members who originally wanted to
borrow money gelall they want and & sur-
plus jollows. T0 let it scoumulate does not
pay, and a guestion aries as to disposition.
Non-borrowers may be made u.t:.thair
money bagl; but this defeats the end which
this' Muss® .d in view. The surplus must
vither bk loaned to ontsiders, or fresh blood
enlisted. Bo far no trouble has been ex-
perienced in this direction. “The poor ye
have slways with vou,™ likewise people
who are willing to lend to the poor on un-
doubted security and this foundation forms
a neweerics. As the new one has more
calls for monev thsn it can accommodate
the parent orgasization lends ita sar-

lus, and when the child in
its senility necumulates more
money than it ean lend, it returns its loan
to the parent organization, and ensbles it to
redeem its outstanding obligations to non-
borrowers, These facts are embodied i a
history of the Prospect by Dr. James E.
Wilson. A series nearing its end cannot
tak= mortgages.

The Mt. Washington German Building and
Loan Association, first series, was organized
in 1885, and ithas loaned to dste $73,675; cash
paid on stock withdrawals, $6,729 35; date
of expirstion, Oectober, 1880. The second
series was organized in July, 1857, and it
has lent to date $33,328; oash paid on stock
withdrawn, §7,387 56, The third series was
started last April, and has loaved to date
$0.243 98 and bas paid on stock withdrawals
$237. These three series have built more
than 100 houses on Mt Wuhinftnn.

Dr. Wilson states that st least seven-
cighths of the houses built on the Mount
Inst summer were on money obtained from
these mmsnciations. Thore were 83 houtes
ereoted, and some of thom ocost between §5,-
000 and $10,000, There in

day mborer who had ssved $100, and who
bought a lot with it vearsago. He could
get no further, however, his rent devouring
his earnings to such an extent that he could
not build a house. Atlengh he saw s way o
uv?&’i s week and l.oo'i ten sharesina
buildiog and loan ssscciation. He then
found s contractor who engaged to build
him & houseon & guarantee from the
a=sociation of payment when ecompleted.
The srrangement was perfected and in less
than five years, by paying rent to the
nesocistion, the man had his house and lot
free, and refused $2.500 for it, and he had
lived in it jour-firftths of the time, paying
rent to the assoeiation.

ILLIRES WHO NEITHERTOILED NORSPUN.

Messrs. Duvid Torrence, of the City

Itisargued that it is perfectly safe
to loan two-thirds of appraised value, if the
Appraisement Commitiee be composed of
conservative men, snd in_sssociations eon-
taining & contiderable German infusion,
such is generally the case. Mr. O, H.
Besclmproposes niso to form an sssoniation
or lead someone to his plan, that will re-
duce the weekly installments so na to
reach the poorest class to whom the saving
of even a dollar & week may be a sacrifice.
Building snd loan associstions are not re-
garded favorably by savingsbank people as
they sup the resources of the latter and are
not taxed, but the associations lasgh the
banks to scorn, and say that they, the bulld-
ing and loan associations, are now too strong
w0 allow the imposition ot any shackles; that
they are the savings banks of the ronr and
they polat to the building of Phi ndgfphis
and Bsltimore as evidences of what they
can socomplish, square miles of honses in
each of these cities having been built
through their operation.

A CORNER IN CORN.

The Yelloew Esrs Tonke n Big Jump In
tho Chicage Market—Belioved That
the Price Will Reachk Oune
Dollar To-Day.

CHioaco, November 29, — Aftera long in-
terval of comparative neglect, the corn
market commanded onee more a position in-
teresting to the speculators. A corner in
the present month's delivery quickly de-
veloped itself. Bo nnprepared were the keen
scalpers, who are nothing if oot watchful for
sigos of such movements, that one of their
number sold 10,000 bushels for November
delivery at 35c, “Just for a scalp,”” as he
said when he made the sale. A few minutes
later he paid 41c to get it back, the $550
scalp hanging to the other man’s belt.

The subsequent course of the market
proved that the last Enruhm Was wise, even
if the previous sale had been foolish. The
onning price of November was 33){c, and
about the same time sales were made at
from 34c to 34'{c. The prioe guickly ad-
vaneed amid Enat excitement to 35¢, 36 e,
8940, then off to 38¢c, upward once maore,
reaching on the second sireteh to 600. Out-
side news and otber influences outmde of
the corner are neglected or iguored, and the
December delivery received some stimulus
from the fact that the parties ssid to be the
prinoipal hoiders of seller the moath con-
tracts had been heavy purchasers of De-
cember for n week back. There is only-
about 55,000 bushels of No, 2 yellow corn
in store bere now, There was & fair amount
of activity in the other futures, and an ad-
vance all around was in the end estub-
lished, November closing at 8¢ bid, or
21%’1: iligbzr than it closed on deuély.
